Sara  Runyon 

Nolan  &  Mingo  Counties,  West  Virginia

Sara  Runyon  was  apparently  one  of  many  merchants  in  Nolan  who  used  scrip  for  their  trans¬ 
actions.  Nolan  was  home  to  the  Northeast  Lumber  Company  and  Winifrede  Block  Mining  Company. 
Nolan  is  located  a  few  miles  down  river  from  Williamson,  Mingo  County,  West  Virginia  and  was 
situated  on  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway. 

There  is  only  one  denomination  of  Sara  Runyon  scrip  known,  and  that  is  the  one  dollar  piece 
(#2079  xx  100),  pictured. 

This  token  was  supposedly  an  unauthorized  re-strike,  made  in  1976  on  factory  dies,  and  is 
only  occasionally  found.  However,  I  have  been  unable  to  find  a  factory  die  which  would  resemble 
the  reverse  of  the  token.  The  reverse  is  Master  Metal  (MM2)  by  Ingle  Schierloh,  except  it  states,  “In 
Merchandise — Not  Transferable.”  Normally  it  would  say,  “In  Trade.” 

By  contrast,  the  obverse  states,  “In  Trade  Only.”  Why,  then,  would  it  have  “In  Merchandise” 
on  the  reverse. 

To  be  sure,  this  is  an  interesting  piece.  What  makes  it  so  puzzling  is  that  on  January  3,  1934, 
Ingle  Schierloh  Company  shipped  Sara  Runyon  600  pieces  of  scrip  in  denominations  of  one  penny  to 
one  dollar,  100  pieces  if  each.  The  existing  one  dollar  piece  may  be  a  re-strike,  so  it  would  be  inter¬ 
esting  to  know  what  the  originals  were  and  what  became  of  them. 

If  anyone  has  piece  of  the  original  scrip,  in  any  denomination,  it  would  be  nice  if  they  shared 
that  information  with  us.  This  is  just  one 
more  reason  for  us  to  keep  searching.

g  foil: 


A  foil  impression  of  a  new  scrip  discovery  is  an  important  tool  used  by  the  New 
Finds  Editor  to  get  the  proper  information  for  publication,  as  well  as  supplying  the  NSCA 
with  a  permanent,  physical  record  for  future  reference.  While  there  are  several  ways  to 
make  a  foil,  some  requiring  a  moderate  amount  of  equipment,  they  can  also  be  simply 
made  -  I  have  made  thousands  using  only  aluminum  foils  and  an  eraser. 

An  Eberhard  Faber  #  400  eraser  works  well,  though  most  pencil  erasers  will  do.  I 
use  a  medium  weight  aluminum  foil.  The  light  weight  foils  make  the  best  impressions  but 
are  not  nearly  as  durable  as  heavier  foils.  Always  remember  to  fold  the  bright  side  of  the 
foil  around  the  token.  Rub  gently  with  the  eraser.  Placing  the  foil  in  a  2x2  paper  coin 
sleeve,  notated  with  all  pertinent  information,  will  be  much  appreciated. 


ITAL  PHOTO' 


Even  an  inexpensive  digital  camera  can  take  excellent  photos  of  scrip.  Digital  pho¬ 
tography  allows  you  to  immediately  view  your  pictures  and  adjust  your  technique  to  j 
achieve  the  best  images.  Don’t  be  afraid  to  experiment  and  discover  how  your  camera  takes 
its  best  shots. 

#1-Always  use  natural  sunlight  or  florescent  lighting.  Household  incandescent  I 
bulbs  give  photos  a  ’yellow’  tint.  Move  the  scrip  in  relation  to  the  lighting  to  discover  | 
where  to  take  the  best  picture. 

#2-Use  your  camera’s  macro  setting,  which  will  allow  you  to  focus  very  I 
closely  on  the  scrip.  The  macro  button  usually  looks  like  this:

3-If  you  have  a  tripod,  use  it  for  a  sharp,  clear  image.  If  not,  you  may 
need  to  brace  yourself  against  a  steady  object  to  help  you  hold  the  camera  still..
